1 . JFK was not exhltlng a "Thorburn response." He was exhltlng an Immediate 
response to the bullet passing through the base of his right neck. It sort of looks like a 
Thorburn's position, but it Is not a truly what Thorburn was describing, which Is a much 
delayed reaotlon (days to months) following a low cervical cord transection. 

2. JFK's reaotlon to the neok wound was, for all Intents and purposes. Instantaneous to 
the hit at Z-223/224. As the bullet passed through hls neck, the pressure cavity caused 
an Immediate and wide spread stimulation of ell the nerves In the Immediate vicinity, that 
is of the brachial plexus, the large groups of nerves that emerge from C5 - T1 . These 
are the nerves that supply motor funotlon to the arms.
